INVENTION SAID 
TO CHECK DEADLY 
AIRPLANE SPINS 


F, Handley-Page Announces 
Result of Test After Eight 
* Years’ Research. 


By the Associated Press. 

CRICKLEWOOD, England, Oct. 
21.—After eight years of research, 
I’. Handley-Page, airplane design- 
er, has developed an automatic de- 
vice which says will prevent 
planes from going inty uncontrolled 
spins, such as cause 90 per cent of 
airplane accidents. 

The device, which was tried out 
at the airdrome here yesterday 
with complete success in the opin- 
ion of Handley-Pag» and his asso- 
ciates, consists of tiny curved sur- 
faces, or wings, on the edge of the 
top planes. These wings, when not 
operating, lie along the front of-the 
main wing. If the machine stalls, 
the air pressure on the wings causes 
these front extension surfaces to 
move out automatically on metal 
projections, giving the necessary 
grip on the air and enabling the 
pilot to retain control. 

During the tryout, the equipped 
plane moved at high speed and 
then came almost to a halt in mid- 
air when the pilot stalled his en- 
gine. The tail of the machine 
dropped and the plane hung in the 
air under lateral — control. It 
dropped its nose slightly,-then re- 
gained flying speed without going 
into a spin. 


AVIATOR, WHOSE AIRPLANE 
DECAPITATED SOLDIER, FREED 


Lieut. E. P. Rose Acquitted by 
Courtmartial of Involuntary 
Manslaughter Charge.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Oct. 21.— 
Elmer P. Rose, army reserve avi- 
ator, was acquitted by a courtmar- 
tial here today on a charge of in- 
voluntary manslaughter in connec- 


tion with the killing of a cavalry 


man who was struck by Rose's 
plane. The verdict was returned 
after five minutes’ deliberation by 
members of the court. 

Charges were preferred against 
Rose after his plane had decapitat- 
ed Robert E. Griffin, a cavalryman 
who was galloping across a mesa in 
artillery maneuvers held near El 
Paso; Tex., July 26. Rose was a 
cadet at Kelly Field at the time. 
but since has been commissioned a 
Lieutenant. 

The prosecution sought to show 
the accident occurred while Sone

for the deefndant testified Rose 
was a steady, dependable flyer; 
that he had not sought to “‘give the 
cavalry a thrill,” and that he had 
been ordered to conduct his ma- 
neuvers so as to bring out the reac- 
tion of cavalry mounts to planes.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Sir 
Philip Sassoon, the British under- 
secretary of state for air, is to be 
given a flight Oct. 29, in the dir- 
igible Los Angeles as part of his 
program of study of American 
aeronautics. The jaunt will be to 
Ottawa to pay a visit of state to 
the Governor-General. Sir Philip 
will be escorted by the three un- 
der-secretaries for air of the Unit- 
ed States, Trubee Davison of the 
War Department, Edwin P. War- 
ner of the Navy and William P.

Property damage in the tornado 
of Sept. 29 totaled approximately 
$22,000,600, exclusive of damage 
to furniture, clothing, automobiles, 
window glass and trees, it appeared 
today at the conclusion of a sur- 
vey of the devastated area by 14 
district city assessors. : 

The city survey of the tornado 
area furnished the first estimate of 
damage to taxable property that 
was anything more than a mere 
guess. This loss the assessors 
placed at $12,831,550, on the regu- 
lar assesgment basis, which real 
estate men calculate, 
about 70 per cent of the price that 
property would bring at a sale, 

On that basis, the damage to tax- 
able property for purposes other 
than tax assessment would be $18,- 
330,790. This figure does not in- 
clude damege to schools and 
churches, which are exempt from 
taxation, nor to equipment of pub- 
lic utility corporations, 

Total $22,000,000. 

After Assessor Gehner had mado 
public the resume of his deputies’ 
survey of the storm district the 
Post-Dispatch canvassed the public 
utilities for the amount of their 
damages, which they are now able 
accurately to estimate, and com- 
*‘bining them with the losses sus- 
tained by schools and churches, as 
already published, arrived at the 
figure of approximately $22,000,- 
000.

In addition to the losses enum- 
erated in the table, the Union 
Electric, United Railways and Bell 
Company estimate that they lost 
$50,000 each in revenue, directly 
traceable to damage done by the 
tornado. 


4000 Buildings Damaged. 
Three hundred and forty-nine 
square blocks were included in the 
Assessor’s survey. The Assessor’s 
deputies made no estimate of the 
number of buildings damaged by 


the storm, but Chief Building In- 
spector Hoffman, after his survey 
estimated that 4000 structures were 
damaged, 2500 of them « riously, 
as a result of the tornado. Of these, 
Hoffman. estimated, 1000 were so 
badly damaged that it would be 
more profitable to wreck than to 
rebuild them. 

It was pointed out today in con- 
nection with the tabulation ot 
losses, that. the figure representing 
the damage’ to. taxable property 
probably would not cover the 
amount necessary to rebuild. The 
same is true of the rebuilding work 
done by the public utilities, which 
figure in their estimate of loss only 
the amount of value they could 


have got from the destroyed prop- 
erty had it lasted a normal! time.

Plans for a 22-story, $3,500;600 
hotel, the Savoy-Plaza, to be built 
at the northwest corner of Twelfth 
boulevard and Pine street, were 
announced today by Preston J. 

He was the architect 
of the Chase, Melbourne, Mayfair 
and Coronado hotels, was active in 
the promotion of the latter two, 
and he operates the Coronado.

Evens & Howard Co. Not’ Al- 
lowed to Deduct $5000 Dis- 
tributed Among Contractors

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—The 
Evens & Howard Fire Brick Co. 
of St. Louis has been ordered by 
the Federal Board of Tax Appeals 
to include in its income tax return 
for 1919, $5000 paid to J. V. Con- 
rad, a salesman, for distribution 
among contractors with the intent 
to secure municipal contracts for 
which the St. Louis company would 
supply materials. 

The board held that the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue was 
correct in determining that the 
$5000 paid to Conrad was not a 
deductible expense or commission, 
and was not paid to Conrad for his 
personal use. The account was 
kept in a private ledger under the 
caption, “Sale promotion.” 

According to the board’s opin- 
ion the money was spent in St. 
Cloud, Minn. No evidence was in- 
troduced to show to whom Conrad 
paid the money nor the services 
the recipients performed, The 
board held that the canceled check, 
unsupported by vouchers, was in- 
sufficient evidence to prove that 
the expenditure should. be includ- 
ec in the general expenses of the 
business, 

“By not furnishing sufficient 
evidence of the alleged expendi- 
ture, the taxpayer has failed in its 
proof of ordinary and necessary 
business expense,” the opinion stat- 
ed.

HE infantile paralysis ai 
a demic in California has af- 

flicted 900 persons and re- 
sulted in 101 deaths up to Sept.

reported today. 

The peak of the epidemic was 
reached in August. During this 
month 315 cases were reported 
against 256 in September and 
40 during the week ending 
Oct. 8. 

Northern California appar- 
ently was hardest hit by the 
epidemic. Schools at Eureka | 
and Arcata, in that area, were 
closed. A similar situation ex- 
isted in Southern Oregon, where 
many communities were virtu- 
ally quarantined. The peak of 
the Oregon epidemic is report- 
ed to have passed, 


JUDGE RULES FIGHT FILMS 
MAY BE SHOWN IN ALL STATES 


Federal Jurist in New York Also 
Holds That Exhibitor Cannot 
Be Prosecuted.

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—Federal 
Judge Goddard ruled yesterday’ 
that the Tunney-Dempsey fight 
films can be exhibited legally in 
any State. The opinion, however, 
does not stop the investigation by 
United States Attorney Tuttle, who 
has put the investigation before 
the grand jury. 

Judge Goddard answered speci- 
fically three questions of the grand

Report ‘ Leases. 

Heald’s report ended with the 
brief, blunt and direct statement 
that there was “no imminent dan- 
ger of drainage,” that such danger 
as existed could be entirely met 
by the drilling of offset wells in- 
side the boundary of the reserve 
and that “no further leases should 
be granted.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21. — The 
anxiety of former Secretary of the 
Interior Albert B. Fall over the. 
way things were going in the con- 
spiracy trial of himself and Harry 
F., Sinclair got the better of him 
yesterday afternoon, and he took 
the defense into his Own hands 
long enough to deliver a personal 
plea to the court on a point of evi- 
dence, His argument was no more 
successful than those of the law- 


yers had been, but it provided a 
dramatic interlude in the trial,. for 
it was the first time that Fall has 
been heard, either as lawyer or 
witness, in any of the cases which 
arose out ‘of his secret leasing of 
the naval oil reserves. 

It occurred during the cross-ex- 
amination of Edward C. Finney, 
who was Assistant Secretary of the 
Interior under Fall, and still holds 
that office. George P. Hoover. 
counsel for Sinclair, had been vain- 
ly endeavoring to have Finney tes- 
tify to his interpretation of the law 
under which Fall secretly leased 
Teapot Dome to Sinclair. Justice 
Frederick L. Siddons had held that 
Finney’s interpretation was not ma- 
terial; that the policy which ac- 
tually Was pursued was clearly 
laid down in an exchange of letters 
between Fall and Secretary of the 
Navy Edwin Denby, and that the 
letters, being in evidence, spoke for 
themselves. 

Fall Addresses the Court. 

Without warning, Fall reared 
his tall, feeble figure from his 
chair, and addressed the court. “] 
ask the right to have the indul- 
gence of the court for a minute, 
and I think that under the statute 
I may have that privilege,” he said. 

“Well, Mr. Fall,”’ remarked the 
startled Justice, peering over his 
spectacles, “I would suggest that 
you are represented by very emi- 
nent and able counsel, although I 

‘do not like to deny you an oppor- 
tunity of speaking for yourself if 
you so desire.” 

» “Your honor, I have no desire 
“to make a speech to the jury, or 
to testify at this time,” said Fal), 
“but I wish to call your honor’s 
‘attention to the fact that there 
are lawyers. and then again there 
re mining lawyers. Judge Fin- 
ney has qualified himself as an 
expert here. He knogys ‘what this 
‘controversy is all about, and if 
given an opportunity ‘would clear 
this matter up in two minutes. 

“With great deference to em- 

inent counsel here, for whose abil- 
ity and judgment I have the ut- 
most respect and confidence, I 
‘think there are some technica! 
matters that’Judge Finney does not 
understand from the questions 
they have propounded or they do 
not understand him—which could 
easily be cleared up. Otherwise 
the Court might be led into a 
ruling which the Court would very 
much regret a little later. 

Cites Finney’s Qualifications. 

“Government counsel contend 
that Judge Finney should not tes- 
tify as to his interpretation of the 
rules and regulations of the In- 
terior Department. Why, sir, the 
law puts him in his position for 
that very purpose, In the absence 
of the Secretary of the Interior, 
he acts for him. And the law 
makes it his duty to interpret the 
laws which he must administer. If 
he interprets the law incorrectly. 
the Supreme Court may reverse 

him. But until it does, his inter-

FOR GRAFT BARES 
NEW FIAING CASE 


William Morgan Points Out 
Bondsman as Man He 
Paid $5 to Dispose. -f 
Police Court Charge. 


William Morgan, prosecuting 
witness in the case of Louis Rusz- 
nak, professional bondsman, 
charged with embezzlement of $5 
by bailee, which went to trial to- 
day before a jury in Judge But- 
ler’s division of the Court of Crim- 


inal Correction, surprised State and 
defense counsel by telling of a 
second “fix” for which he testified 
he paid Rusznak another $5. 

Under direct examination he re- 
lated that he paid Rusznak $5 to 
“fix up’? in Police Court a charge 
of operating an automobile without 
a city license. It is on this alleged 
payment that the State based its 
present prosecution. 

After Morgan, a soldier at Jef- 
ferson Barracks, had related the 
circumstances of the first alleged 
“‘fixing;’’ he was put under cross-ex- 
amination by Oliver T. Remmers, 
chairman of the Republican City 
Committee. Remmers, with Ernest 
Green, president of the Missouri 
State Bar Association, is defending 
Rusznak. 

Tells of Second Payment. 

In response to a question by 
Remmers, Morgan said: 

“I paid Rusznak $5 more the 
Monday after I had given him $5 to 
fix the police court case. He said 
for the second $5 he would fix the 
State charge of operating an auto- 
mobile without a state license.’”’ 

At this point Judge Butler inter- 
vened with a question. “What be- 
came of that case?” he asked. 

“I don’t know,”’ the witness re- 
plied. “I never heard anything 
more from it." a 

The Judge remarked that he was 
interested in Morgan's story con- 
cerning the second incident, as the 
State license case would have come 
up in his court. Associate Prose- 
cuting Attorney Graves told the 
Judge that the State would explain 
what had happened to the second 
charge against Morgan, later. 

Morgan was arrested last July on 
two charges for failure to have 
State and city auto licenses, The 
city case went by default befére 
Police Judge Beck on Aug. 2, Mor- 
gan being fined $10 and costs. 
What happened to the other case 
is not clear except that no warrant 
was issued. Morgan’s excuse for 
not answering the police court 
charge was that he had paid Rusz- 
nak $5 “to fix it up.” 

Points Ont Rusznak in Court. 

He pointed to Rusznak in the 
courtroom today as he told of the 
first alleged ‘‘fixing.”’ 

“That man accosted mein the 

corridor of the Municipa] Courts 
building,” he testified, “and asked 
me whet my trouble was.

COOLIDGE SAID TO DESIRE

White House Reports President Is 
Interested in Helping Move

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge is desirous for the 
passage of some sort of legislation 
to assist the farmer in marketing 
his crops, it was said today at the 
White House, where it was indl- 
cated Mr. Coolidge has not altered 
his views in opposition to the 
equalization fee provision fee pro- 
vision of the vetoed McNary-Hau- 
gen Farm Bill.

On cross-exam- 
ination Attorney Remmers sought 
to show that the Judge had pa- 
roled Morgan in recognition of his 
story against Rusznak. To this 
Judge Beck replied: “I wanted to 
investigate the operations of 
crooks around the courts.” 

Defense objected and were sus- 
tained. Later the Judge, in ex- 
plaining why he had marked the 
card handed to Morgan by Rusz- 
nak, said: “I do this to all articles 
brought me in connection with fix- 
ers.” 

Deputy Sheriff Robert Thomp- 
son and Probation Officer George 
Nolte testified briefly as to the ap- 
pearance of Morgan before Judge 
Beck and his making affidavit to 
his accusations against Rusznak 
Officer Nolte said that Hales also 
had made affidavit and the State 
tried to enter this document.

Opportunity to Explain, 

Roberts added: significantly that, 
if Fall desired to explain that he 
did not believe Heald’s report he 
doubtless would have an oppor- 
tunity and full freedom to 4o so. 
The prosecution does not yet be- 
lieve that Fall intends to take the 
stand, although he has said so. 

The defense asked Heald if he 
had not, in hig survey, included. 
as part of the reserve, 640 acres 
which was not in the reserve. Rob- 
erts objected that it made no dif- 
ference, and the Court agreed. 

For the purpose of completing 
the record, Littleton then asked 
Heald a series of questions de- 
signed to impeach ‘the report, 
which were rapidly and succes- 
Sively Overruled by the Court, to 
each of which rulings the defense 
took exceptions, It was a rather 
amusing performance — question, 
objection, ruling and exception. 

Littleton said he meant no of- 
fense to the Court by his repeated 
exceptions. “You may rest assured 
it is no offense to me,” said Jus- 
tice Siddons, with the patience of 
one who long ago learned the folly 
of being sensitive over what law- 
yers say. 

Walsh-Hearing Testimony. 

When he finally halted the un- 
successful attempt to heckle Heald, 
the latter was excused, and Rob- 
erts offered a copy of Sinclair's 
testimony before the Walsh Sen- 
ate Committee investigating the oil 
leases in December, 1923. 

In his opening speech to the 
jury, Littleton said it would be 
shown that Sinclair's only pur- 
pose in ‘visiting Fall’s ranch at 
Three Rivers, N. M. on New 
Year’s, 1922, was to consult him 
about a lease on some Osage In- 
dian land. In the testimony be- 
fore the Walsh committee, which 
Roberts offered, Sinclair . was 
asked by Senator Walsh why he 
visited Fall. “To see about leas- 
ing Teapot Dome,” was the bold 
reply. 

Littleton at once objected, citing 
the Federal statute which provides 
that testimony obtained from wit- 
nesses compelled to appear before 
committees of Congress cannot 
thereafter be used against them in 
criminal] prosecutions. The same 
objection wag raised in the trial of 
Fall and E. L. Doheny, when the 
Prosecution offered the testimony 
which Doheny had given before the 
Welsh committee. Justice Hoehling 
overruled that objection, pointing 


out that Doheny nad not been com- 
pelled to testify but had voluntarily 
appeared and asked the privilege 
of testifying. The jury was exclud- 
ed while Roberts and Littleton 
argued the sarengpucngtsted of Sin- 
clair’s testimony. 

Littleton ‘u the te was plain; 
that the Government offer was di- 
rectly in the face of it. While it 
may have been true that Sinclair 
was not formally subpenaed, he 
was requested to appear, declared 
Littleton, and he added that, in 
the case in which Sinclair was co::- 


‘victed of contempt of the Senate 


for refusing ‘o testify further be- 
fore the committee, Justice Hitz 
held that a telegram was a suffi- 
cient summons. 

Roberts, replying, denied that 
Sinclair’s testimony had been given 
under compulsion. In virtually 
every case arising under this stat- 
ute, he said, the courts have held 
that the witness is entitled to im- 
munity only when he explicitly, 
and before proceeding with his tes- 
timony, claims it. 

In other words, he said, in order 
to get the benefit of the statute, 
the witness, before going ahead 
with’ his testimony, must announce 
that he intends to claim immunity. 
Otherwise, said Roberts, guilty per- 
sons could make use of congres- 
sional committees to save them- 
selves from criminal prosecution 
by voluntarily appearing before 
committees. Certainly that was 
not intended, he said. 

As the argument proceeded, 
showing no signs of abating, Jus- 
tice Siddons dismissed the jury for 
the day, remarking that, in view of 
the weight of the question, he felt 
the Court itself: might profit by a 
period of meditation. Finally, aft- 
er two hours of argument at the 
afternoon session, the Justice took 
the question under advisement 
until Monday. 

Letters Are Introduced. 

At the outset of the trial today. 
the defense placed before the jury 
correspondence between Fall and 
the late Robert M. La Follette of 
Wisconsin, concerning the naval 
reserves. 

Fall's letter was dated April 12, 
1922, three days after the lease 
was signed, and it gave the first 
information that Teapot Dome had 
passed from Government posses- 
sion, He spoke of what he thought 
was the danger of drainage and 
added that “it is not the purpose 
to sell oil but simply to preserve 
oil above the ground if it cannot 
be preserved under the ground.” 

The then Secretary said also 
that military purposes were in- 
volved in the lease and that de- 
tails could not be made public 
without the authority of the Presi- 
dent, but he enclosed a memoran- 
dum giving the high spots in the 
le signed by Sinclair.

Capt. Wenceslas de Krup- 
fell, Former Russian Of- 
ficer, Is Arrested Near 
Scene of Crime at Nice.

NICE, France, Oct. 21.—Capt. 
Wenceslas de Krupfell, said to 
have formerly been connected with 
the Russian Imperial Guard, was 
arrested here last evening charged 
with the murder of Mme. Mar- 
celle Lord, the wife of Horace W. 
Lord of Fall River, Mass. 

The body of Mme. Lord was 
found in a villa yesterday, “with 
a stab wound tnrough the heart. 
De Krupfell was known to have 
been visiting at the villa, but was 
not in the apartment when the 
murder was discovered. Immedi- 
ately a search was instituted for 
him, and he was arrested not far 
from the scene, while attempting 
to call on a friend of Mme. Lord’s. 

The potice declare that Krup- 
fell made a full avowal, saying 
that Mme. Lord had tried to stop 
him from committing suicide, and 
he killed her—he did not remem- 
ber how. 

The police investigation shows 
that Mme. Lord became acquaint- 
ed with the Captain last year at 
Grasse, near Nice, where both 
were members of a German “back 
to nature” cult, which was sup- 
pressed by the authorities. 

Police believe that Mme. Lord, 
who possessed independent finan- 
cial means and property on the 
Riviera, helped De Krupfell finan- 
clally.-The motive for his act was 
not announced in the confession, 
but authorities believe q quarrel 
arose over financial matters,

A Coroner's jury today exonerat- 
ed Ben Greenberg, proprietor of a | 
cigar store and handbook establish- 
ment at 619 Chestnut street, after 
an inquest into the killing of Frank 
Selvaggi, Cuckoo gangster, by 
Greenberg Wednesday night. 

The exoneration apparently was 
complete, for none of the witness- 
es was required by the Circuit At- 
torney’s office to go before the 
grand jury after the inquest, as is 
the custom when further ipvestiga- 
tion is made. 

Two detectives gave the only tes- 
timony. Greenberg was called to 
the stand, but on advice of counsel 
made no statement, The testimony 
of the detectives pertaining to bul- 
let marks they found in Green- 
berg’s establishment tended to cor- 
roborate his story, told in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, that he killed 
Selvaggi after the latter came in to 
rob him and fired geveral shots. 

After the killing Greenberg dis- 
closed that the Cuckoos, in addi- 
tion to preying on East Side boot- 
leggers, had been extorting money 
from St. Louis bookmakers. 

The Coroner’s jury, after finding 
that Geenberg had fired in self- 
defense, returned a verdict of jus- | 
tifiable homicide. Greenberg is at 
liberty under a $20,000 common- 
law bond to answer any charge 
that may be brought against him. 


The two detectives, Sergeant 
George Fritschie and arry L. 
Dowd, who investigated the killing 
after Selvaggi had staggered out 
of Greenberg’s cigar shop ind col- 
lapsed on the sidewalk, shot twice 
near the heart and once in the 
leg, said they found two bullet 
holes in the place and a bullet 
mark On a Chair, also bullets on 
the floor. 

Complete reports of the police 
investigation were read by Deputy 
Coroner Dever. They contained 
Greenberg’s story that Selvaggi 
had been extorting money from 
him under pretenses of making 
loans, had been “mooching” cigar- 
ettes and,that on his third visit 
to the cigar store Thursday he hail 
a revolver and mumbled some- 
thing that sounded like “You Jew 

stick "em up,” and then fed 
four or five shots. 

Greenberg, according to his 
story, then grabbed his own re- 
volver and fired four or five shots 
until Selvaggi fled toward the door. 

“It costs us bookies anywhere 
from $30.to $100 a week to ke2p 
peace with those fellows,’ Green- 
berg remarked in his. story. “I 
finally got tired of paying.” 

Selvaggi, who was 25 years old 
and had been arrested 29 times, 
will be buried next Monday with 
services at 1:30 p. m. from the 
residence of his parents, 5659 Ve--

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Coun- 
sel for George Remus, who shot his 
wife to death recently in Cincinnati, 
concluded what he termed a suc+ 
cessful stay here today in defense 
of the forme rbootleg operator, 
having gained access to the files of 
the Department of Justice and dep- 
ositions frem high prohibition offi- 
cials. 

Remus has entered a plea of in* 
sanity, alleging. that improper rela- 
tions existed between his wife and 


Franklin L. Dodge Jr., and that 
they sought to deprive him of his 
property. Dodge is a former De- 
partment of Justice agent, credited 
with a major part in sending Re- 
mus to the penitentiary on a hoot- 
legging charge. 

James J. Britt, chief counsel for 
the Prohibition Bureau, testificd 
before Charles Elston, representing 
Remus, and Carl E. Basler, repre- 
senting the prosecution, that he had 
seen Dodge and Mrs. Remus talk- 
ing with each other at a conference 
in Internal Revenue Commission- 
.@r Blair’s office,-and that Dodge 
engaged at least once in a colloquy 
with counsel for other interests rep- 
resented at the hearing. Previous- 
ly, Prohibition Commissioner Doran 
had deposed that Remus and his 
wife were at odds on the disposi- 
tidn of 1800 ‘barrels of whisky 
stored at Maysville, Ky., and that 
title to i twas claimed by both. Re- 
mus has charged his wife dissipated 
his holdings. 

Access to the Department of Jus- 
tice files was granted to Remus 
after a long conference before de- 
partment officials and ~the attor- 
neys. Dodge was about the build- 
ing during the discussions. 

“We expected to gain access to 
records of the Department of Jus- 
tice,’ Elston said. “I cannot state 
exactly what we found, but from 
those records we gained informa- 
tion we feel-will prove of great 
value to the defense. We are con- 
tending there was a conspiracy be- 
tween Dodge and Mrs. Remus to 
deprive Remus of his property. We 
maintain Dodge’s appearing with 
Mrs. Remus before the commis- 
sioner in Washington is evidence 
that Dodge.and Mrs. Remus were 
working together to deprive Re- 
mus of his property.” 

The attorneys now will go to New 
York.

INFANTILE PARAL 


FATAL 10 GIRL, 20° 


‘Laura Petersen, Student Nurse, 


Third Victim of Disease in E. 
St. Louis in Year, 


Miss Laura Petersen, 20 years 
old, a student nurse at St. Marys 
Hospital Training School, East 8t. 
Louis, died of infantile paralysis 
Wednesday. 

Miss Petersen, a student at the 
nurses’ school for six weeks, be- 
came ill Sunday evening. Her 


death was the third from infantile 
paralysis in East St. Louis in the 
last year. She was the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Petersen of 
Monticello, Ia., and the body has 
been taken there for burial. 

Her physician reported he was 
unable to determine how she con- 
tracted the disease, as there are 
no other cases in Eaat St. Louis, 
nor have there been any since Miss 
Peterson arrived. 

There have been only six cases 
of infantile paralysis reported in 
St. Louls this year, and but one 
case at present. A Webster Groves 
parochial school was closed tempo- 
rarily, following the death last 
Friday of a 7-year-old girl. student. 

Public schools <:t Fulton and 
Halisville, Mo., were closed last 
month, following infantile paralysis 
epidemics in those towns. Six 
deaths from that disease were re- 
ported from Keytesville, Chariton 
County, and one death in Boone 
County. Children were ordered 
kept at home at Glasgow, Mo.. 
after a number of cases were re- 
ported there. Towns in Eastern 
Kansas also had infantile paralysis 
cases. 


Doctgr Advances Theory Migratory 

Birds Carry Infantile Paralysis. 
By the Associatéd Press. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Oct. 21. 
—Dr. L. H. MceCuskey of Méunds- 
ville has advanced a theory that 
migratory birds may be “carriers” 
of infantie paralysis and the cause 
of periodic outbreaks of that dis- 
ease. He presents this idea in a 
paper for the Weét Virginia Med- 
ical Journal, the official publica- 
tion of the State Medical -Associa- 
tion, 

Dr. -McCuskey’s study of his 
theory dates back to a discovery he 
made during a paralysis epidemic 
A paralyzed bird flutter- 
ing around his chickens and an- 
other bird, unable to walk or fly, 
that he found in a diteh outside 
the pen, brought the problem to 
his attention. A few days Jater he 
found another paralyzed bird in 
the mash pan of a@ separate pen 
where two chickens were kept and 
his theory got further substantia- 


tion when, after feeding the chick- 


ens for two mornings from the 
same pati without cleansing it, 
both chickens developed paralysis. 
During this year’s epidemic he 
found a number of paralyzed 
birds.

GERMAN FLYER FORCED

Heinkel Craft Returns to Lis- 
bon on Proposed Flight 
to U. S.

LISBON, Portgual, Oct. 21.—The 
Heinkel hydroairplane D-1220, en 
route to the United States took off 
for the Azores this morning, but 
was forced by a leak in its oil 
tank to return after but a short 
flight.

From Amsterdam it flew to Vigo, 
Spain, Oct. 16, and reached Lisbon 
two days later.

REBELS REPORTED IN POWER 
IN SECTIONS OF NICARAGUA 


American Engineers Driven Out of Northern 
Province, Say Bands Loot and Burn 
Property.

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Oct. 21. 


—Conditfons in the Northern part 
of Nicaragua, are growing into a 


state of insurrection, say reports 
from Government sources publish- 


j;ed in the local papers. 


The reports agree with accounts 
givén by American mining engi- 
neers who have been forced to 
leaye that region after many years 
spent there. 

The rainy season, now in 
progress, has made the roads and 
trails leading into the region im- 
passable, but it is expected that 
when the dry season comes in De- 
cember the Nicaraguan constabul- 
ary and American Marine forces 
here will take the field and subdue 
the insurrection. 

Bands Roam Over Section. 

Accounts of conditions in North- 
west Nicaragua state the number 
of bands of so-called insurrectos 
is increasing. The bands roam 
about various’ sections’ under the 
leadership of the former Liberal 
Generals, Sandino and Salgado. 
both of whom have engaged with 
constabulary and marine forces in 
recent months. 

The forces of these 11en are re- 
ported to hold virtually all the De- 
partment of Nueva Segovia, the 
Northern two-thirds of the Depart- 
ment of Esteli and also the West- 
ern populous section of Jinotega. 
The cities of Esteli and Jinotega, 
however, have not fallen into their 
hands. This section of Nicaragua 
is only about 100 miles from Man- 
agua, the capital, but is almost in- 


/ 


accessible because of its lack of 
good roads. 

The American mining engineers 
driven out of the district are quot- 
ed by the local press*as saying that 
nine-tenths of the inhabitants of 
the departments, being Liberals,

There are only a few conserva- 
tives in the district, most of them 
having fled. ‘There is one group 
led by Hernandez, a Con- 
servative, which is reported 
sacking and killing Liberal prop- 
erty owners near Dipilto, in the 
Dipilto Mountains on the border 
between Nicaragua and Honduras.

The people generally in the af- 
fected areas are reported helping 
the followers of Gen. Sandino, giv- 
ing them information which is 
withheld from the marines and 
constabulary. Much smuggling on 
the Honduras border is going on 
both ways. 

The engineers driven from the 
district are quoted as saying the 
people in the region who formerly 
were friendly to Americans and 
worked contentedly in the mines 
now are anti-American and have 
been converted to “radicalism and 
bolshevism” by Gen. Sandino, 

The American marine3 and con- 
stabulary hold the principal towns 
in the district and are patrolling 
the roads wherever possible, this 
policy forcing Gen. Sandino’s fol- 
lowers to outlying villages.

After rescuing the crew of the 
steamer Irene captured by the 
pirates, the submarine turned its 
attack on their shore rendezvous. 
Today flames swept the notorious 
pirates’ lair, 40 miles north of here, 
according-— to the Chinese Mer- 
chants’ Steam Navigation Co. own- 
ers of the seized steamer. The 
company said the submarine had 
attacked Bias Bay, setting it afire. 

The Irene, enroute from Shang- 
ghai to Amboy, was attacked at 
daybreak last Wednesday. Cap- 
tain Jahnsen, his second officer 
and the engineer were at break- 
fast when the pirates appeared. 
The pirates ;shot the steward and 
overpowered the officers. The 
passengers were robbed. 

After ordering the vessel to slow 
down, the pirates spent their time 
in gambling and eating. The Irene 
reached Bias Bay that evening. 

The submarine L-4, which was 
anchored near the shore, observed 
that the vessel was without lights

This was disregarded. The sub- 
marine then fired several shots 
across the Irene’s bows. 

The captain was on the bridge 
under guard. He rang for the en- 
gines to stop, but the pirates in 
the engineroom forced the engine 
to continue. 

The submarine then dropped a 
shell into the engineroom. The 
engine was disabled. A pirate who 
was about to shoot the engineer 
was killed. 

The crew of the Irene started to 
jump overboard and the subma- 
Pine came alongside.

Discover Nerve Center 
That, Controls Emotions 


Psychologists Experimenting on Brains of 
Animals, Decide Power of Restraint Is 
Located in Optic Thalamus. 


Special to the Post-Digpatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, O., Oct. 21.— 
Recent experiments have revealed 
the nerve center in the brain which 
controls emotions, Dr. Walter B. 
Cannon, phsyschologist of Harvard 
Medical School, said before psy- 
chologists attending the symposi- 
um of feelings and emotions at 
Wittenberg CdYlege, last night. 

By removing different parts of 
the brains of animals, Dr. Philip 
Bard, one of Dr. Cann@n’s col- 
laborators, has discovered that 
emotional activity is controlled by 
a very small section in the optic 
thalamus, the old primitive part 
of the brain common to all verte- 
brates from fish to man. 

The higher centers of the brain 
which control thought processes 
tend to keep this primitive emo- 
tional center in check, Dr. Cannon 
said, but if the higher control 
gives way, the emotional apparat- 
us is set and ready for energetic 
discharge. 


Results When Centers Conflict. 

When there is a strong conflict 
between the higher and lower 
brain centers there is the uncer- 
tain confusion which often accom- 
panies emotional -xcitement, he 
pointed out. But if the higher 
control is entirely released the 
emotional takes its course. Fear 
and anger have proved their. &se- 
fulness to man and animals, Dr. 
Cannon believes, in that they 
cause strong physiological changes 
which give the individual greater 
power to fly or fight in time of 
emergency. After effects of these 
emotional states, such as indiges- 
tion, however, may be disadvan- 
tageous. 

The undesirability of emotional 
states was emphasized by Dr. D. T. 
Howard. of Northwestern univers- 
ity. Experiments described by him 
show ‘the disorganizing effect of 
rage and fear in the time while 
the individual is trying wildly to 
adjust himself. Upon sight of a bear 
the frightened man either docs 
not know what to do, or else ne 
tends to yell, climb a tree, throw 
a stone, and run away, al! at once, 
said Dr. Howard. All of these im- 
pulses seek expression and get 
jammed and the result is chaos. 

Their Sensations Confused. 

Students who took part in Dr. 

Howard's experiments § reported 


that their sensations and feelings 
during the chaotic state were as 
blurry and confused as their ve- 
havior. 

In normal life the proper place 
for emotions 13 in the background, 
Dr. Kight Dunlap, of Johns Hop- 
kins, University, said in addressing 
the symposium. An individual is 
incompetent to deal with the ex- 
ternal world if he directs his con- 
sciousness toward his emotions,;Jt 
is likely that the inability of cer- 
tain types of individuals to meet 
the demands of every day life is 
due to the fact that they have 
made their emotions the center of 
their experience, rather than the 
useful background. 

Pointing out that much theoriz- 
ing on emotions today cannot he 
fitted to any physiological facts, 
Dr. Dunlap urges that psychologists 
“deal with facts and let the fic- 
tions alone.” 

Semi-Serious Emotions. 

The actor who is torn to tat- 

ters by his own portrayal of emo- 
tions was used as an example semi. 
serious types of emotion in a@ pa- 
per sent to the conference by the 
German pyschologist, Dr. Welheln 
Stern, of the University of Ham- 
burg. 
Actors, who do not feel their parts 
belong to,the group of skilled tech- 
nicians, he said. True artists, on 
the other hand, identify themselves 
completely with the individual im- 
personated The artist's emotion 
may leave him exhausted, but it ts 
only semi-serious, because it does 
not last, and it does not affect nis 
own vital activities, as a seriovs 
emotional experience would, Dr. 
Stern pointed out. 

The first romantic love affair 
of a young boy, however intense 
it may be, also is semiserious be- 
cause it, too, has no permanent 
consequences in his life, said the 
psychologist. Playful activities 
shading into various grades of 
semiseriousness, are distinguished 
by the fact that they have no seri- 
ous consequences. . They have an 
important role in the well-bal- 
anced individual's makeup, but the 
man who lets the play spirit dom- 
inate his behavior and acts with- 
out due consideration for the fu- 
ture has never grown up, but re- 
mains, irresponsible like Don 
Quixote or Peer Gynt.

OF U. S. BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


British Official Document Based 
On Reports of Its Commercial 
Agents in America.

LONDON, Oct. 21.—A somewhat 
pessimistic picture of America busl- 
ness conditions ig painted in a re- 
port from the British commercial 
agents at Washington, jusf pub- 
lished here ag an official document. 

The report points out that° “a 
depression in America or even a 
serious halt in American industrial 
activity would create now much 
more surely than in early periods, 
a Gisturbance the consequences of 
which would be Immediately and 
widely felt abroad.” 

The document, which covers 
May and June, says a noticeable 
decline is taking place in general 
industrial and commercial activi- 
ties. While making the reservation 
that general business conditions 
“reveal no very seriously unhealthy 
conditions’ as yet, it reporta that 
agriculture is unsettied, building 
construction lagging, the automo- 
bile output, falling off, iron and 
steel] industries slowing down and 
that the oil industry is In a-critical 
state. 

Profits have fallen, the British 
agents add, and many manufactur- 
ers are “beginning to turn an in- 
quiring eye on the high levels of 
industrial wages.”

WILD SCENES IN

Spectators Shout Approval 
of Points Scored by At- 
torneys for Assassin or 
the Prosecution...

PARIS, Oct. 21.—Whether Gen, 
Simon Petlura, Ukrainian separat- 
ist leader, died a victim of soviet 
vengeance, or. ‘*hether he wag as< 
sassinated for his alleged responsi- 
bility for pogroms seems to be the 
issue before the court trying Sam-« 
uel Schwartzbard, confessed as-~ 
sassin of Petlura, 
The proceedings have resolved 
themselves into a rhetorical tilt be- 
tween Henri Torres, chief counsel 
for the defense, and Cesar Came- 
pinchi, representing Petlura’s 
family. There is an occasional 
mild interposition by the prosecut- 
ing attorney. There is a long line 
of witnesses present including 
Princes, Generals, former Ministers, 
professors, soldiers and spies, 
Stormy Scenes in Court. 
The presiding justice has only 
‘two means of stemming the flood 
of charge and counter-charge -— 
send away the witness on the stand, 
or call another. He has tried both 
methods but with little effect. 
The courtroom has become more 
like a political meeting than a 
tribunal of justice. The public 
seems to be about equally divided 
into two camps, each vociferously 
backing the contending lawyers, 
while the Judge and ushers make 
vain efforts to suppress. the din.

alarm” and tell just what must be 
done to save us from galloping de- 
struction. But note how he pro- 
ceeds from his fundamental] state- 
ment above quoted: 

“According to certain philoso- 
phers, the world is rotten to the 
core with hypocrisy and falsehood. 
Without disagreeing on the con- 
dition, we want to suggest, never- 
theless, that it is a bit naive of 
the philosophers to diagnose from 
the mere scarcity of truth that the 
world is sick with an incurable 
malady. Is it not just possible: 
that they can not cure us for the 
basic reason that we are not ill?" 

The sudden, shocking twist in 
the ijiast sentence reveals the prag- 
matic philosopher‘in-the suspected 
moralist and sets the tone of the 
tongue-in-cheek argument’ that 
follows. By way of justifying his 
discussion of the painful question 
as to whether deception is better 
than truth or truth than deception, 
Mr. Steffanson reviews a common 
practice in the rearing of children 
by setting forth the benevolent 
falséhoods we tell from our earliest 
fib about Santa Claus and the orig- 
in of babies to the teaching of his- 
tory, geography, physiology, hy 
giene and all the notoriously shifty 
devices by which, in adult life, the 
crowd is bent by the will of the 
few. Stated briefly thus, the im- 
plied indictment is not impressive, 
but as Mr. Steffanson presents the 
matter. it is flabbergasting. Nor 
can anyone of us successfully dodge 
quite all of the slings and arrows 
of Mr. Stcffanson’s dry wit. 

But just as we are about to suc- 
cumb to an overwhelming sense of 
original sin, another side of the 
matter appears. Are we so con- 
stituted that it is possible for us to 
achieve happiness by = sticking 
strictly, in every case, to the bare, 
bald facts that can be demonstrated 
beyond possible doubt? 

Surely, without our professed 
ethical principles as a leaven, the 
world would be a pigsty; but, on 
the other hand, if we wre to be- 
lieve and teach only what we knew 
to be the unquestionable facts 
about everything, would not the 
world be poorer in happiness? The 
question is an effective teaser of} 
thought; and the more one thinks | 
about it sincerely, the less is he 
likely to lose faith in human na- 
ture,

“The question of real political 
juridical independence of the Holy 
See is not necessarily connected 
with conditions of a political na- 
ture.

Judge, Approving Verdict, Says

BOSTON, Oct. 21,.—Capt. John H. 


Diehl, who commanded the steam- 
er City of Rome when it rammed 
and sank the submarine 8-51 off 
Block Island in September, 1925, 
was acquitted by a jury in Federal

which 33 lives were lost. A ver- 
dict of not guilty was brought on 
the two counts—failurs to stand by 
a reasonable length of time, and 
misconduct and negligence in op- 
erating a steamer.

Mayor Thompson Fears Read- 


ing Public Is Getting Brit- 
ish Propaganda. 


By the Associated Press 

CHICAGO, Oct. 21. — Mayor 
Thompson in a letter to U. J. Her- 
mann, has expressed the fear that 
the Chicago reading public is get- 
ting liberal doses of pro-British 
propaganda. Hermann was in- 
structed to scrutinize every history 
book in the Chicago Public Library 
and its branches for traces of the 
“British taint.” . 

“My pre-election pledge is a 
sacred thing to me,” wrote the 
Mayor. “I will not rest until I’ve 
purged this entire city of the poison 
that’s being injected into the heart 
of American youth to eulogize Eng- 
land at the expense of their own 
country.” 

Hermann, a trustee of the li- 
brary, arranged to confer today 
with Carl B. Roden, librarian and 
president of the American Library 
Association. Roden succeeded 
George H. Locke of Toronto, Can., 
who was assailed by former Judge 
Frederick Bausman of Washington 
in testimony at the trial of Super- 
intendent of Schools McAndrew 
Wednesday. 

To Promote Sentiment. 

The Western judge declared that 
Locke was in charge of the British 
propaganda bureau during the 
World War and that soon after he 
became head of the library associa- 
tion an edict was issued suggesting 
librarians recommend the reading 
of six particular books. Most of 
them, the witness said, were de- 
signed to promote pro-British sen- 
timent. 


Mayor Thompson declared: “I 
want to knew whether our public 
library association has been used, 
like the schools, to undermine 
American institutions. 

“Tf there are any such books 
they will be thrown where they 
belong...in the furnace. In their 
Place will be substituted books by 
authors whose loyalty {fs to Amer- 
ica and not to the ruling class of 
England.” 

Ex-Congressman to Testify. 
Former Congressman John J. 
Gorman, who investigated the 
school history texts and who plans 
to take the witness chair again at 
the resumption of Superintendent 
McAndrew’s trial Monday, said: “I 
expect to show that a deliberate 
plot exists to inoculate the minds 
of American teachers with pro- 
British ideas. The purpose is for 
these teachers in turn to inoculate 
the minds of their pupils.” 

The former Congressman also 
charged that the University of Chi- 
cago is a hot-bed of pro-British 
propaganda and said he would 
bring several teachers to the stand 
to corroborate his statements. 

Arthur Meier Schlesinger’s text, 
“New Viewpoints of American His- 
tory,” which is used at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, drew sharp fire 
from Gorman. 

Prof. Charles E. Merriam of the 
history department of the Univer- 
sity declared he would not accept 
“with seriousness charges that 
Prof. Schlesinger’s history had any-

Instead of Being Baked, They. Are 

Boiled in a Pot, Hence Their 

a Name, 

Have you ever tried making pot- 
biscuits on a hiking or camping 
tour? If pot-biscuits are unknown 
then now is the time to learn how 
to make them, for nothing are 
nicer for lunch when in the woods 
on a cool fall day. 

, Sift together two cups flour, two 
heaping teaspoons baking powder 
and half teaspoon salt. Work into 
this a half-teaspoon of lard or but- 
ter. Beat.one egg and add enough 
milk, or water, to the beaten egg 
to make a half or two-thirds cup 
of liquid. Add this to the sifted 
flour a little at a time to make a 
stiff batter, or rather soft douzh. 
The half or two-thirds cup of 
liquid may be more than you need, 
so don’t add it all at one time, as 
the batter must be stiff; in fact, 
more like biscuit dough. Have 


mulligan or stew boiling briskly, 
and with large spoon drop in the 
batter, a spoonful at a time. Cover, 
and keep boiling briskly for twelve 
or fifteen minutes. It is then ready 
to serve. 

If you have no fresh milk 
canned milk will do. Water may 
be used in place of milk, but milk 
is best. Do not leave out the egn, 
as that keeps the biscuit from be- 
coming sogr’’. If made right they 
will be as jight and fluffy as any 
oven-baked biscuits you ever tast- 
ed. If you want to use this recipe 
on a hunting or camping trip, mix 
the dry mgredients—flour, baking 
powder, and salt—and place in 
friction top can. Add milk, egg 
and lard at the time of cooking.

ILK may or may not be an 
excellent food. | 
Milk, which in this country 
means cow’s milk, waa intended by 
nature for calves and not for 
babies, or for more mature humapr 
beings. ; 
There are a lot of fallacies about 
milk. | 

In the first place, milk is not a 
liquid diet. 

When the calf sucks milk from 
the mother cow, the milk goes into 
the first stomach of the calf. There 
it encounters an acid which con- 
verts the casein into a very solid 
material. Presen‘ly, the calf, being 
a ruminant, lies down, brings up 
the quid of casein, chews it, and 
swallows it into its digestive stom- 
ach. 

The same process takes place in 
the baby’s stomach, only the baby, 
not being a ruminant, can’t bring 
up its quid, chew it, and thus break 
up the solid chunk. 

So, to make milk a decent food 
for both babies and grownups, it 
is generally mingled with other 
foods or the stomach is alkalinized 
by a little bicarbonate of soda, so 
that the solid chunks of cheese will 
not form. 

To get rid of this consolidating 
tendency of milk, whole powdered 
milk is used, which has the ad- 
yantage of being sterile. It is made 
up with water as required. 


Various milk beverages for pop- 
ular consumption are derived for 
really the same purposes. Thus, 
milk shakes are a welcome change 
from plain milk and are popular 
with children. They provide a 
raw use for abandoned cocktail 
shakers. Flavoring tg put in first. 
syrup and their juices, reserve? 
berries, fruit syrup, etc. 

The milk, which should be very 
cold, is next added, with two table- 
spoenfuls of crushed ice, if the 
purity of the ice is certain. The 
whole is shaken until it becomes 
frothy. If there is no cocktail 
shaker, two tumblers should be 
used, and the mixture poured rap- 
idly from one to the other. 


To make an eggnog, separate an 
egg, beat the white stiff and the 
yolk light with two teaspoonfuls 
of sugar and a trace of salt or nut- 
meg. Pour two-thirds of a cup of 
milk onto the yolk and add _ the 
white. The milk may be hot or 
cold. |
